REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 12-22 are pending. 

The obviousness-type double patenting rejection over claims 12-19, 23, 24, and 
26 of copending application Serial No. 08/612,661 is withdrawn in view of filing Terminal 
Disclaimer. 

As discussed in the previous office action, the above rejection was first made in 
the Office action of 1 2/1 9/2000, reiterated in the Office actions of 12/16/2003 and 
06/10/2004, and then withdrawn upon filing a Terminal Disclaimer (02/17/2005). 
Consequently, the double-patenting rejection has been withdrawn at the time of 
allowance (04/14/2008). However, as there was an error in the previously submitted 
terminal disclaimer in indication of the proper owner, applicant revived the application 
and now provided a proper Terminal Disclaimer in response to double-patenting 
rejection. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
